IV. Claims 12-14 and 21 , drawn to a method for detecting the presence of a 
polypeptide with an antibody, classified in class 436, subclass 63. 

V. Claims 16-1 8, drawn to a method for detecting the presence of a nucleic 
acid molecule comprising contacting the sample with a nucleic acid probe, 
classified in class 435, subclass 6. 

VI. Claims 1 9, 20 and 22, drawn to a method for identifying a compound 
which binds to a polypeptide comprising contacting a polypeptide with a 
test compound, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 

they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). 
Groups l-lll comprise structurally and functionally different and distinct products, which 
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are made by different methods and have different uses. In the instant case, the 
invention of Group I is drawn to a polynucleotide, deoxyribonucleic acids (DNA), 
unbranched polymers composed of four subunits, whereas the polypeptides of Group II 
are a linear order of amino acid residues. The antibody product of Group III is a complex 
of glycoproteins. 

These products have substantially different physical, chemical, structural and 
functional properties. And while the nucleic acids encode the polypeptides, proteins 
and nucleic acids have substantially different physical, chemical, structural and 
functional properties. The examination of all groups would require different searches in 
the U.S. Patent Shoes and the scientific literature and would require the consideration 
of different patentability issues. 

Inventions I and IV and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions of method Groups IV and VI cannot 
be conducted with the polynucleotide product of Group I, thus not useable nor 
searchable together. 

Inventions IV-VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions are independent and distinct, all yielding 
different endpoints. In the case the method group of Invention IV is distinct from the 
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method of Invention VI because the endpoint of Invention IV is detecting a polypeptide 
with an antibody. The invention of Group VI yields information regarding what a test 
compound is and whether or not it affects a polypeptide. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
